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Fest celebrates ties with river

Ninety-two years young, Astoria’s Regatta, 
the oldest continuous community celebration of 
its kind in the Northwest, gets under way 
Tuesday. 

The event started as a celebration of the 
fishing harvest on the river, according to Larry 
Perkins, president of the Astoria Regatta 
Association. 

“Everything was really river oriented — 
that’s something we’re trying to get back to this 
year,”’ he said. 

That notion is embodied 
in the theme of this year’s 
Regatta, ‘Mighty 
Columbia, River of the 
West.”’ 

The six-day event 
features fun in many forms, 
including sailboat races, 
parades, fireworks, dances, 
and a variety of other 
events and activities. 

Peter Brix, president and 
chief executive officer of 
the Knappton Corporation, will preside as 
admiral of this year’s festival. Columbia River 
Bar Pilot and Port of Astoria Commissioner 
Geoff Stone will serve as admiral’s aide.

The Junior Regatta Parade starts the ball 
rolling Tuesday night. Sponsored by the Astoria 
Kiwanis Club and open to youngsters of all 
ages, the parade winds though downtown 
Astoria beginning at 6:30 p.m. 


One of five princesses will become this year’s 
Regatta Queen when last year’s queen, Tracy 
Linn Holmes of Knappa, surrenders her crown 
Wednesday night at Astoria High School, 1001 
West Marine Drive. The 8 p.m. ceremony will 
be followed by a public reception in the school’s 
cafeteria, sponsored by the Astoria Anchor 
Club. 


THE MUSICAL MELODRAMA “‘Shanghaied 
in Astoria,”’ will be performed in the lobby of 
the newly renovated John Jacob Astor Hotel, 
14th and Commercial Streets, at 8p.m. 
Thursday, Friday and Saturday. Tickets for the 
show, written and performed by area residents, 
are $5, or $4 for seniors and students, and can 
be obtained at the Clatsop Community College 
Library, Thiel’s Music Center, 1375 
Commercial St., or at the door. 

The guided missile destroyer USS Lynde 
McCormick is expected to tie up at port piers 
Friday morning, with the Regatta Court on 
hand to welcome the ship’s 338 officers and 
crew. The 437-foot long warship will be open for 
public tours Saturday and Sunday from noon to 
4p.m. at port piers. 

Friday’s Regatta activities continue at noon 
with a buffet luncheon honoring festival 
Admiral Brix at the Astoria Elks Lodge, 453 
11th St. 

The luncheon will be followed by a rose 
planting ceremony involving the Regatta Court 
and complete with refreshments and 
entertainment, at 2:30 p.m. on the grounds of 
the Captain George Flavel House, 441 Eighth 
St. 

Later that afternoon, the queen and court will 
officially open Regatta Square at 4 p.m. at the 
Clatsop County Fairgrounds, 20th Street and 
Marine Drive. 

The Regatfa’s traditional boat parade will 
start about 7 p.m. Friday, with approximately 
50 boats wending their way from Youngs Bay 
along the Astoria waterfront to the Columbia 
River Maritime Museum, 1792 Marine Drive. 
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The Junior Regatta Parade signals the official start of the festival. 


A FIREWORKS DISPLAY will take place 
following the boat parade. The fireworks will be 
fired from a barge moored in the Columbia 
River near the Columbia River Maritime 
Museum. 

Teen-agers can dance to their heart’s content 
at the Regatta Rocker, beginning at9 p.m. at 
the Columbia Expo Center, 1636 Exchange St. 
The dancing at the center will continue 
Saturday night beginning at the same time. 


Adults will also have a chance to kick up their 
heels Friday and Saturday night when Second 
Balcony Jump, an eight-piece band hailing 
from Hood River, performs at the Regatta 
Square beer garden from 8 p.m. to midnight 
both evenings. 


Saturday activities will begin witha 
breakfast feed from 7 to 11 a.m. at the Astoria 
Elks Lodge. A slow-pitch softball tournament 
and city tennis tournament will also begin that 
morning, continuing all day and again on 
Sunday. 

SATURDAY WILL ALSO feature an antique 
show and sale at Astoria High School. 
Sponsored by the Astoria P.E.O. Sisterhood, the 
show runs from 9 a.m. to6p.m. 

The Lower Columbia Row-in, a race for 
paddle-driven craft of all persuasions, will 
begin at 10 a.m. at the Maritime Museum.

Participation in the event is free, but 
pre-registration is required. More information 
on the event can be had by calling the museum 
at 325-2323. 

Festivalgoers can explore eight historic 
Astoria homes and churches from 10 a.m. to 
noon and from 2 to 5 p.m. Saturday, and again 
Sunday from 1 to5 p.m. Tickets for the 
self-guided tours will be sold at the Flavel 
House. 

Sailboat races on the Columbia River will 
also be featured Saturday and Sunday 
afternoons, beginning at 1 p.m. both days. 

The flagship of the festival, the Astoria 
Regatta Grand Land Parade, will make its way 
through the streets of downtown beginning at 1 
p.m., with Jim Carskadon of the Portland 
Royal Rosarians serving as this year’s grand 
marshal. 

After the parade, the U.S. Coast Guard will 
demonstrate helicopter rescue techniques from 
the waters of the Columbia near the Maritime 
Museum. The demonstration will begin at 3 
p.m., and will be followed by a “survival suit 
contest”’ starting the 4p.m., in which 
contestants will find out who can get the bulky 
suits on and off the fastest. 


ANEW EVENT to the festival this year, the 
Regatta 200, will be held at the Clatsop County 
Speedway Sunday afternoon, off U.S. Highway 
101 in the Clatsop Plains area north of 
Gearhart. The starting flag for the 200-mile 
stock car race will drop at 1 p.m. 


A Regatta button, selling for $2 at local 
businesses, is good for admission or admission 
discounts for most Regatta events. 

The festival itself is the work of the Astoria 
Regatta Association, a small group who work 
hard all year to put the annual non-profit event 
together. 


Besides Perkins, this year’s association 
president, the organization’s 1985 officiers are:

Skipper keeps club on course

Like the anchor that holds a ship firmly in 
place, Sandy Kalander is a mainstay of the 
Anchor Club. 

Mrs. Kalander is the club’s 1986 skipper — 
the equivalent of president for a club whose sole 
purpose is to promote the annual Astoria 
Regatta, which runs Aug. 12-17 in Astoria. 

The 53-year-old club must be doing a good 
job. The Astoria Regatta is in its 92nd year, 
making it the oldest community festival in the 
Northwest.

chaperones. Mrs. Kalander, several 
chaperones, the 1985 festival queen and the 
Regatta Court recently returned from a 
three-day visit to Vancouver, British Columbia, 
where they attended Expo 86. 

While there, the queen, princesses and 
chaperones ran the Oregon Pavilion for 
“Astoria Day” July 23. The princesses, Mrs. 
Kalander says, were poised and professional 
when talking with foreign travelers about the 
Sunset Empire and the “‘webfoot”’ state. 


‘People all over the world were asking about 
Oregon and what to do and they (the 
princesses) were able to answer them.” 

Traveling to Expo to represent the Sunset 
Empire is only one of the many trips the 
Regatta Court makes throughout their “reign.” 
Like the skipper’s, the jobs of the five ‘‘goodwill 
ambassadors” do not begin and end with the 
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August festival. There are dozens of speeches 
before civic and other groups, hundreds of 
hands to shake, countless questions to answer 
about their home and its rich history. 


AND BY THE princesses’ sides all the way is 
Mrs. Kalander and other Anchor Club 
members, helping them write their speeches, 
getting them to their appointments on time, 
giving them that extra boost of confidence. 
“It’s like getting five new daughters every 
year,” she says. 

The Anchor Club keeps just as busy as the 
court’s princesses. Dressed in their club’s navy 
blazers, club members help out with all 
Regatta events, such as selling Regatta 
buttons, chaperoning the teen dances, 
marching in the Grand Land Parade, 
participating in the rose planting ceremony at 
the Flavel House and sailing in the Twilight 
Boat Parade. 

The Anchors also hold fund-raisers, such as 
bingo, organize a Christmas auction and 
sponsor booths at other local festivals to pay for 
the Regatta Court’s wardrobe and expenses.

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River plays part in admiral’s life

A marine transport company 
president who has extensive ties 
with the lower Columbia River area 
will preside as admiral over the 1986 
Astoria Regatta festival Aug. 12-17. 

The 1986 Regatta theme — 
“Mighty Columbia, River of the 
West’’ — makes Portland native 
Peter Brix the perfect choice for 
admiral, said Larry Perkins, 
president of the Astoria Regatta 
Association, which chooses the 
admiral and his aide. 

“We picked him because of his 
involvement with the river,” said 
Perkins, owner of Clatsop 
Distributing Co. in Astoria. 

No less involved in the mighty 
Columbia is the admiral’s aide, 
Geoff Stone, a Columbia River bar 
pilot.

It’s sunny, and flags and brightly colored bunting 
transform the blanketed green on Astoria‘s 
northern slope into a patchwork of multiple hues as 
three sloops glide through the mouth of the 
Columbia River. 

On a warm August day 92 years ago, flags, 
welcome signs and decorations hung from nearly 
every house in Astoria, according to old newspaper 
accounts. 

It was a parade, of sorts. People on land arrived 
from miles around to watch the waterborne vessels 
arrive for the first official Astoria Regatta sailboat 
races. It is an event that grew rapidly in its first 30 
years and attracted attention from as far away as 
Washington, D.C., and Los Angeles. 

From then on, the theme of the Regatta was set. 
Today, it remains a water event to test the skills of 
the best sailboat skippers. 

A decade before, skippers of Whitehull sailboats 
were betting each other who could sail from an 
Astoria wharf to a Desdemona Sands buoy and back 
again. ‘’Plunger”’ boats, which carried mail, also 
took part in the unofficial races, according to a 1941 
newspaper interview with Capt. John Brown, who 
won a Plunger race. His prize was a bale of net 
twine. 


BUT EVEN THE sailors have to come home to 
land once in a while. And the Astoria Regatta soon 
had two parades — one on water and one on land. 

Though the 1894 Regatta brochures contain no 
mention of a land parade, official programs a few 
years later indicated that the event became a 
prominent part of the celebration. 

Since then, the Astoria Grand Land Parade has 
come to symbolize the sailor’s links with the earth. 
The earliest parade recorded appears to be an 
illuminated marine event in 1900. Three years later, 
another marine event featured steamers, Navy 
cruisers and yachts from San Francisco and British 
Columbia. 

In 1901, ’ The Grand Street Parade” began at 9:30 
a.m. and featured Oregon’s governor, an artillery 
team from Fort Stevens and ‘’blue jackets” from 
the U.S. training ship Mohican. 


The 1913 event featured an address at 2:15 p.m. 
by then-Gov. Oswald West, patriotic exercises and 
the signal for the sailboat races to begin. The 
Regatta queen also was a highlight of the early 
parades, receiving a 25-gun military salute. 


PARADES AT THE turn of the century 
“traversed the principle streets of the city,”” 
according to a newspaper account. 

In the early 1900s, a silk dragon brought by a 
delegation of Chinese from San Francisco took 200 
people to cart it through Astoria’s streets. 

By 1917, however, America’s involvement in 
World War | brought Regattas and the parades toa 
halt. A citywide fire in 1922 and the Great 
Depression in 1929 kept the events dead in the 
water. 


But by 1932, the Astoria Yacht Club revived the 
Regattas. Historical accounts indicate that Queen 
Eleanor Norblad launched the Grand Land Parade 
again in 1933. The land parade remained a minor 
part of the Astoria Regattas from then on. In fact, 
newspaper accounts contain virtually no mention of 
parades after 1933, though records indicate they 
were held. 


World War || brought another period of no 
Regattas from 1941 to 1952. Just before the war, 
however, accounts of a Grand Land Parade in 1940 
indicate it had turned into a fun-loving affair witha 
military theme to support European troops fighting 
Hitler’s German army. 


IN RECENT YEARS, the land parades, as well as 
the Regatta itself, have gained popularity, but not 
to the extent of the events at the turn of the century. 

Bumble Bee Seafoods in 1975 sponsored a 
flower-covered float called “Hail Tonquin” to carry 
the reigning queen. 

This year, the military bands are missing because 
federal belt-tightening has made the $2,000 cost of 
traveling to Astoria unaffordable, according to 
parade co-chairman Monica Hutchens. 

But the 1986 parade has its first motorized lead 
float — a replica of a bow of a sailing ship. 


The parade had a military theme in 1940, as fighting escalated in Europe.

The colorful parade floats will be back, but the 
sounds may be a little different this year at the 
Regatta Grand Land Parade. 

The parade, down 16 blocks of Astoria streets, 
is scheduled to begin at 1 p.m. Saturday at 12th 
and Duane streets, but it will be missing the 
familiar military drill teams, parade co- 
chairman Monica Hutchens said. 

“The band situation is kind of depressing,” she 
said. ‘The military bands just didn’t have the 
budgets this year to send a team.” 

Nevertheless, the 1986 affair should have an 
upbeat tone, with a brass band from Puget Sound 
and the North Coast Symphonic Band scheduled 
to take part in the two-hour parade, she said. 

Ms. Hutchens, co-chairman since 1979, 
estimates the size of the parade this year will be 
smaller than in 1985. An addition, however, is a 
motorized Regatta float. 

“This is the first year we've had ah 
honest-to-goodness motorized float,”’ she said. 

The lead float resembles the bow of a small 
sailing ship to set the theme of this year’s 


Regatta — ‘Mighty Columbia, River of the 
West.”’

Floats will travel west on Duane Street to 
Ninth Street before turning north onto Commer- 
cial Street and traveling to the Clatsop County 
Fairgrounds at 20th Street and Marine Drive. 

Grand Marshal this year is Portland attorney 
Jim Carskadon, former prime minister of 
Portland’s Royal Rosarians, part of the Rose 
Festival Association. The Rosarians group is the 
official greeter for the city of Portland and the 
state governor’s office. It is one of three groups 
that organizes the Portland Rose Festival. 

Among the dozens of parade entries will be 
Miss Oregon 1986 Jana Svea Peterson and 
Portland Rose Festival Queen Claudia Reimer. 

A group of fun-loving Kiwanis clowns from 
Portland also are expected, Ms. Hutchens said. 

Taking advantage of the renovated former 
John Jacob Astor Hotel, the reviewing stand will 
be set up in the apartment building’s parking lot 
facing north on Commercial Street this year. In 
years past, traffic had to be rerouted to make 
room for the stand at 12th Street, she said. 

The century-old Grand Land Parade is a 
tribute to the Regatta Queen and a salute to the 
sailboat races that are the centerpiece of the 
Regatta, Ms. Hutchens said. The queen will 
select her favorite entries, which will be 
presented with trophies at the fairgrounds. 

Next year, the military bands may return, Ms. 
Hutchens said. 

“The military has asked for the 1987 dates and 
they are hoping to budget it for next year,’’ she 
said. 

More than 50 entries are expected Saturday for 
the Astoria Regatta Grand Land Parade.

IN ANOTHER TRADITION 
started in 1983, the Royal Rosarians 
each year plant a rose bush at the 
Flavel House Garden Party.

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Home tour features architect 


A new wrinkle has been added this 
year to the annual historic home 
tour. A_ self-guided auto tour, 
featuring 40 buildings designed by 
Astoria architect John E. Wicks, has 
been planned in conjunction with the 
usual tour of eight homes. The home 
tour includes the Flavel Mansion, 
441 Eighth St., where the tour begins 
and where tickets may _ be 
purchased, and the Heritage Center 
Museum at 16th and Exchange. The 
homes will be open to the public on 
Saturday from 10 a.m. to noon and 
from 2 to 5 p.m. and on Sunday from 
lto5p.m. 

First stop on the home tour is the 
Flavel Mansion. The home was built 
in 1885 and designed by San Fran- 
cisco architect C.W. Leick and is 
considered to be Oregon’s finest 
example of Victorian architecture. 

¢ First Baptist Church, on the 
southwest corner of Seventh and 
Commercial streets. Built in 1923, 
the building was under construction 
at the time of the December 1922 
fire. 

*Zion Lutheran Church (now 
Peace Lutheran), on the southwest 
corner of 12th and Exchange streets. 
Built in 1947, the church was the 
city’s only poured concrete brick- 
faced church. The bell tower was 
completed in 1958, the 75th anniver- 
sary of the founding of the church. 
Wicks’ inspiration for the church 
was architect Eliel Saarinen, who 
was president of Cranbrook 
Academy of Art in Detroit where 
Wicks’ daughter, Ebba, was study- 
ing architecture. The congregations 
of Zion and Trinity Lutheran 
Churches merged and changed the 
church’s name to Peace Lutheran. 

* First Church of Christ Scientist, 
on the southeast corner of 11th and 
Franklin streets. Built in 1951, a 


ground floor reading room was 
expanded into the space between a 
row of square two-story columns in 
1977. 

* Improved Order of Red Men 
Hall, northeast corner of 12th and 
Grand streets, Wicks’ first job in 
Astoria was to design the hall, 
known in recent years as the VFW 
Hall and purchased this year by 
Astoria Church of Christ. The Red 
Men — also called the ‘Sons of 
Liberty” — organized in 1765 to 
defend the rights of American colo- 
nists and were prominent in the 
Boston Tea Party. The original 
building burned in the 1922 fire and 
the present one was designed by 
Wicks. 

* The Otto A. Owen House, 1332 
Jerome Ave. Owen began his career 
as a grocery clerk in 1908 and 
moved on to be assistant in the 
Scandinavian-American Bank _ in 
1910, then a partner in Owen and 
Peeke Feed and Grain Co. in 1920. 
The home was built in 1922. 

«Peter G. Cosovich House, 
northwest corner of West Lexington 
and Pacific. Cosovich was mayor of 
Astoria from 1951 to 1958 and was a 
well-known community leader. He 
received the ‘‘George Award” from 
the Greater Astoria Area Chamber 
of Commerce in 1969. 

¢ Judge T.S. Cornelius House, on 
Highway 202. Built in 1910 and now 
occupied by Dr. and Mrs. Charles 
Linehan. 

¢ John E. Wicks House, 792 16th 
St. Designed and built by Wicks for 
his family, he raised three daugh- 
ters — Ethel, Esther and Ebba — 
there. Ethel Wicks, a teacher, lived 
there until the home was sold in 
1969. 


THE AUTO TOUR also begins at

the Flavel Mansion, moves to First 
Baptist Church, (see home tour) 
then to the Capt. Gunderson Build- 
ing at 1136 Commercial, built in 1923 
after all downtown buildings were 
required to have concrete or brick 
exterior walls after the 1922 fire. A 
right turn at the next corner will 
bring one to the old Astoria National 
Bank on the southeast corner of 12th 
and Duane streets. Built on the 
foundation of the Scandinavian- 
American Bank, also designed by 
Wicks and consumed in the fire, the 
neo-classical revival building was 
constructed in 1923. The building has 
been empty since 1972. 

Proceed north on 12th Street to 
Zion Lutheran Church (see homes 
tour), then to 14th Street between 
Duane and Exchange streets to the 
Miller-Jeffers Building, combining 
hotel, financial and commercial 
uses. The building opened for busi- 
ness in January 1924 as the Bank of 
Commerce, then was occupied by 
the Kaitera Restaurant and Cobban 
Music Co. The Norblad Hotel was on 
the second story and the Astoria 
Chamber of Commerce occupied the 
14th Street side of the building. The 
Duane Street side was occupied by 
Larson Electric and now houses 
Compleat Photographer. After the 
Great Depression the Duane Street 
side of the building was used for 
state offices, a vintage clothing 
store and handicraft store. 

Auto tourers now may turn right 
and go up 14th or circle the block, 
and go north to a right turn on 
Franklin Ave. to the Dr. Alfred C. 
Kinney House at 1320 Franklin. Built 
in 1908 and now known as the Home 
Apartments, the lower two stories of 
the structure are built of local basalt 
and the ground floor was designed 
as a doctor’s office. Kinney, a

former Astoria mayor, couldn’t af- 
ford to complete the building and it 
was vacant until 1917 when two 
businessmen turned it into apart- 
ments. The classical exterior deco- 
rations were molded from sawdust. 

Continuing along Franklin Ave. to 
the First Church of Christ Scientist, 
then left on 11th and left on Grand to 
the Improved Order of Red Men 
Hall (see home tour), travelers will 
return to 11th Street and up the hill 
to the First Presbyterian Church 
Annex, built in 1930 on the northeast 
corner of 11th and Harrison streets. 
The annex was added to the 1903 
carpenter Gothic church building 
and it contains a large hall with a 
stage, the church parlor and 
classrooms. 


A LEFT TURN at Harrison Ave. 
will bring tourers to the Sven A. 
Gimre House at 1121 Harrison Ave. 
Built in 1916, the craftsman -style 
house hasn’t been changed from its 
original condition and remains in 
family ownership. Gimre’s wife and 
children drowned and, for consola- 
tion, he traveled to his native 
Norway, returning with a fiancee 
for whom this house was built. 

Wicks’ oldest existing building, 
the Andrew Young House at 1188 
Harrison, was built in 1905 by the 
Swedish native who later built a 
dairy farm on the Youngs River, 
now operated 100 years later by his 
grandnephew. The home is occupied 
by Dennis Thiel. 

Turning right on 12th and left on 
Jerome Ave. brings one to the C. 
Albert Smith House at 1309 Jerome 
Ave. (Travelers tired of riding can 
park and walk this portion of the 
tour.) Built in 1916 by a founder of

Finland. He immigrated to the Denver, Colo., 
area when he was 19 and learned English while 
working in the mines there. In 1903 he enrolled 
in Bethany College in 
Lindsborg, Kansas, 
where he completed a 
three-year 
architectural course 
in one year by 
studying 18 hoursa 
day. He receiveda 
scholarship to 
Stanford University 
but stopped in Astoria 
to visit his brother on 
his way to California. 
He liked it so much he 
stayed and opened his 
office on May 25, 1904. 


On Dec. 9, 1905, 
Wicks married Maria 
Cederberg in Astoria. 
She emigrated from near Jakobstad, Finland, 
in July of 1902 and was active in the YWCA and 
Red Cross and Columbia Hospital Auxiliary, 
which was organized at the Wicks home. 

At age 31, Wicks received his first large

School. With 16 classrooms, 17-foot-wide 
corridors and a sophisticated (for that time) 
heating and ventilating system, it was the home 
of the Fighting Fishermen until 1957. 
Remodeled, it is now Towler Hall, the principal 
classroom building of Clatsop Community 
College. 


Arecent inventory of Wicks’ known projects 
during 1904-1954 numbers 342. An additional 32 
were the products of the partnership with his 
daughter, Ebba Wicks Brown, which span the 
years 1937 to 1950. The firm of Wicks and Brown 
was later known as Brown, Brown & Grider and 
now is known as Grider & Potter. 


The oldest existing residence designed by 
Wicks is the Andrew Young House, built in 1905. 
In 1916, Wicks designed the Young Building at 
14th and Commercial streets for Andrew 
Young. It was one of the few buildings in 
downtown Astoria to survive the great fire of 
Dec. 8, 1922. Many Wicks buildings burned. 

The Astoria Centennial in 1911 provided 
Wicks with the work of designing the 2,500 seat 
amphitheater where events such as the drama 
“The Bridge of the Gods’’ were enjoyed by 
visitors from near and far. He also made the 
plans for the exhibit buildings and the 
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In 1912, he and his daughters returned t 
Finland for study and work. A school building 
he designed for his hometown still stands in 
good condition, though now is used as an 
apartment house. 

Returning to Astoria a year later, he resumed 
his versatile practice designing commercial 
buildings, schools, lodge halls, churches, and 
residences. 

In 1919 he was appointed by Gov. Ben Olcott 
to join four other Oregon architects in the 
formation of the Oregon State Board of 
Architect Examiners. When licenses were 
printed, the members drew straws and Wicks 
drew Licence No. 3. He was reappointed 
successively by governors |.S. Patterson and 
Julius Meier. In 1934, he was appointed to the 
Oregon Planning Council. 

After the fire of 1922, Wicks received many 
commissions for designing major commercial 
structures. Other work included the Cathlamet 
(Wash.) Hotel, the John Jacob Astor Hotel and 
Capt. Robert Grey School in Astoria and the 
research and planning for the reconstruction of 
Fort Clatsop. 

Wicks died on his 85th birthday and was the 
oldest practicing architect in Oregon at the 
time of his death. His wife, Maria, died in 1968.

the Columbia Hotel Co. and the John 
Jacob Astor Hotel and the Beehive 
Department Store, Smith was presi- 
dent of the chamber of commerce in 
1921. A few houses down Jerome at 
1343 is the William P. O’Brien 
House, 1917. The O’Briens hired 
Wicks to build their home. O’Brien 
was an Irish immigrant who owned 
Clatsop Lumber Mill and Astoria 
Box Co. He was state deputy of the 
Knights of Columbia, president of 
the chamber of commerce and the 
Columbia Hotel Co. and a Port of 
Astoria commissioner. | 


THE O’BRIENS SOLD the home 
to their daughter and son-in-law, 
Kathleen and R. Marshall Leathers, 
owners of the Gearhart Hotel, in 
1953. It now is owned by a doctor. At 
1332 Jerome Ave. is the Otto A. 
Owen House (see home tour) then 
the Norris Staples House at the 
southwest corner of 14th and 
Jerome. This home is on the Na- 
tional Register of Historic Places 
and was built in 1910 by Staples, a 
logger who founded the Astoria Clay 
Products Co. and owned the Metro- 
politan Saloon. He was one of the 
original incorporators of Lovell Auto 
Co. and was immortalized as the one 
casualty of the 1922 fire. He suffered 
a heart attack brought on by 
over-exertion in his attempts to save 
the automobiles in his sales room 
from the fast-spreading flames. The 
Roy Salisbury House at 1390 Jerome 
was built by Staples’ son-in-law and 
is one of the city’s finest examples 
of Norman architecture, popular 
after World War |. 

Getting back in the car, a left turn 
on 14th Street and another left on 
Irving will bring you to the Austin 
Osburn House on the northwest 
corner of 14th and Irving, built circa 
1920. Osburn was a colorful local 
figure who was an officer of First 
National Bank, resigned in 1923 to 
become business manager of Col- 
umbia Hotel Co. and bought the 
hotel company in 1932. 

Turn left on 12th, right on Jerome, 
left on 11th and right on Kensington 
to get to the Charles Wirkkula House 
at 938 Kensington. After Wirkkula 
retired as assistant manger of First 
National Bank he operated the 
Columbia Travel Bureau and kept 
the office for Oke Zatterlow at 
Columbia Press when it was a 
Finnish language weekly newpaper. 
Wirkkula never owned a car and 
walked to and from work daily until 
he died at 82. His wife, Anna, died at 
96, the oldest member of Peace 
Lutheran Church. 

After turning left on Eighth 
Street, travelers can go south a 
block and right on Lexington to the 
Dr. R.W. Kullberg House at 359 
Pacific Ave. and the Peter Cosovich 
House (see home tour). Kullberg 
was president of Clatsop County 
Historical Society when it prevented 
the Flavel Mansion from being 
made into a parking lot. Wicks 
designed the smaller house for the 
Kullbergs to live in while the big 
house was being built, then Mrs. 
Kuliberg’s mother moved into it. 
These two homes and the Cosovich 
home were the first three houses on 
“Telegraph Hill,” named for the

wireless antenna there before World 
War I. 


GOING UP THE hill a block and 
bearing left until returning to W. 
Lexington and downhill to Pleasant, 
keep to the right until reaching 
Alameda Avenue and Capt. Robert 
Gray Elementary School at 785 
Alameda. Recent efforts to mod- 
ernize and weatherize this 
monumental structure, built in 1924, 
have not improved its appearance. 
A block down Alameda is the 
Charles DeForce House, built in 1917 
by the DeForce family, operators of 
the DeForce Oil Works, manufac- 
turers of fertilizer and fish oil. A 
good example of Astoria’s many 
bungalow houses. The streets in this 
neighborhood, platted when the Port 
of Astoria was being built, are 
named for other port citites of the 
world: Florence, Glasgow, Dresden, 
Antwerp, etc. 

A left turn on Oregon Street, and a 
left on Florence will bring one to 
Tapiola Park. Turn right to 
Highway 202, then left until coming 
to Seventh St. A left turn to the top 
of the hill, a right on Niagara St., 
and left on 15th to the John Helstrom 
Investment House at 1083 15th St. 
One of the last residences Wicks 
designed, the home was built in 1941 
in modern style with few reminders 
of the classic motifs of earlier days. 
The John Helstrom Residence at the 
southwest corner of 15th and Jerome 
was built in 1933 and is one of the 
few brick veneer homes in the city. 
Helstrom was a skilled bricklayer 
who set fireplaces and chimneys in 
many of Wicks’ buildings. 


TURNING RIGHT ON Jerome for 


one block brings one to the old 
Astoria High School on the corner of 
16th and Jerome. Now _ housing 
Clatsop Community College, the 
terra cotta central porch, damaged 
by earthquake and rain, was re- 
moved several years ago but the 
building has been little changed. 
Wicks also designed the college’s 
Patriot Hall in 1920, formerly the 
gymnasium for the high school.A 
left turn brings tourists to the 
William Sherman House at 946 16th. 
Built in 1917 by the co-owner of 
Sherman Transfer Co., Sherman 
was elected county treasurer in 
1906. 

Passing the John Wicks House 
(see home tour) three rental houses 
on the northeast corner of 16th and 
Grand are next on the driving tour. 
Built in 1918 by O.I. Peterson, 
appointed U.S. Customs inspector in 
1893, and installed as a captain of 
the Masters and Pilots Association 
in 1894, Peterson was president of 
Astoria Savings Bank from 1910 to 
1924 when he was killed in an auto 
accident. The homes are now sepa- 
rately owned. Down the hill at the 
corner of 16th and Grand is the old 
Columbia Hospital, 1926. Planning 
for the hospital began in 1919 by the 
Finnish Brotherhood and a Lutheran 
group finally was able to finance 
construction of the town’s first 
fireproof hospital. It now is a care 
and rehabilitation center. 

The former home of Trinity Lu- 
theran Church on the northeast 
corner of 16th and Franklin now 
houses the Clatsop Community Col- 
lege Performing Arts Center. The 
building was built with donated 
labor during the depression and 
Wicks donated his talent to his own 
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church. Wicks also designed the 
existing stained glass window. 


THE HENRY SHERMAN House, 
on the southwest corner of 16th and 
Franklin streets’ is probably Wicks’ 
second oldest residence and was 
built for the owner of Sherman 
Transfer Co. whose stables were on 
the south side of Commercial St. 
between Ninth and 10th. Leaded and 
bay windows are featured on the 
west side of the home. The Dr. 
Charles W. Barr House, 1917, 1526 
Franklin, originally included Dr. 
Barr’s dental office. A right turn on 
15th Street brings one to Fort 
Astoria on the northwest corner of 
15th and Exchange streets. Wicks’ 
scale drawings of the fort led to this 
reconstruction on the original site of 
the fort and the mural behind it. 

Now take a left on 16th and park in 
front of the Heritage Center 
Museum. Formerly Astoria City 
Hall, the 1905 building is listed on 
the National Register of Historic 
Places. The neo-classical building 
was designed by Portland architect 
Emil Schacht and served as city hall 
until 1939 when city offices moved to 
the former Astoria Savings Bank 
which failed during the Great De- 
pression. The building was attached 
to the Astoria Armory during World 
War II (Wicks served as consulting 
architect). 

Admission to the Heritage Center 
is free with a tour program until 5 
p.m. From the front of the center 
two additional buildings may be 
viewed — the Wicks-Osburn Build- 
ing at the northwest corner of 16th 
and Duane streets and the Fran-
